Muni  Fare  Hike  May  Backfire

Muni  officials  deny  it  up  and  down, 
but  transit  activists  are  charging  that  the 
September  1 fare  hike  to  $1.50  has  actu- 
ally caused  revenues  to  fall.  The  20  per- 
cent general  fare  increase,  combined  with 
a 40  percent  hike  for  youth,  senior,  and 
disabled  riders,  began  just  at  the  start  of 
the  school  year,  when  it  should  have  gen- 
erated a large  bump  in  revenue.  But  fare 
strikers  may  be  taking  a toll  on  the  cash 
box.  A final  accounting  will  have  to  wait 
for  the  assessment  of  Fast  Pass  sales  later 
in  October.  The  cost  of  a Fast  Pass  re- 
mains the  same  at  $45,  and  Muni  is 
claiming  that  missing  revenue  may  be  the 
result  of  an  upsurge  in  monthly  passes. 

The  daily  papers  quickly  asserted  that 
a fare  strike  called  to  protest  the  increase 
was  a bust.  But  anecdotal  reports  from 
riders  throughout  the  city  say  that  driv- 
ers— themselves  facing  layoffs — are  not 
enforcing  the  hike  and  riders  are  refusing 
to  pay  with  impunity.  Some  riders  claim 
to  have  ridden  free  all  month. 

According  to  a September  8 press  re- 
lease from  the  fare-strike  organizers,  fig- 
ures from  Muni  itself  showed  a drop  in 
cash  box  income  from  an  average  of 
$169,01 1 a day  immediately  preceding 
the  hike,  to  $150,529  on  September  1 — 
a decrease  of  1 1 percent.  Buses  collected 
only  $143,305  on  September  2. 

Prior  to  the  September  1 implementa- 
tion, Muni  conducted  a saturation  public- 
ity campaign,  pasting  stop  signs  and 
warning  language  against  boarding 
through  the  back  doors  of  buses  and  post- 
ing stickers  to  announce  the  new  fares  at 
every  bus  shelter.  Riders  joked  that  you 
were  more  likely  to  have  a sticker  slapped 
on  you  while  waiting  at  your  stop  than 
you  were  to  see  your  bus  coming. 

Although  riders  immediately  began  to 


complain  of  increased  crowding  and  less 
frequent  buses,  the  official  service  cuts 
were  not  scheduled  to  begin  until  Septem- 
ber 24,  three  weeks  after  the  fare  hikes. 
The  reasoning  for  this  timing  was  unclear. 
In  general,  the  official  cuts  added  from

one  to  ten  minutes  between  runs  on  a 
number  of  lines,  including  the  #1 9-Polk 
and  #22-Fillmore.  Any  rider  knows  that 
spacing  out  the  buses  results'in  crowding, 
which  slows  the  buses  further,  which  leads 
to  more  crowding.  Eventually,  buses  are 
forced  to  pass  riders  by  entirely,  adding 
much  more  time  than  the  stated  one  or 
two  minutes  extra. 

As  Hurricane  Katrina  vividly  high- 
lights our  vulnerability  to  oil  and  gas  sup- 
plies, San  Franciscos  public  transportation 
system  continues  to  shoot  itself  in  the 
foot,  embarking  on  a death  spiral  of  dete- 
rioration instead  of  offering  an  attractive, 
reliable  alternative  to  the  private  car. 

As  we  went  to  press,  the  Coalition  for 
Transit  Justice  and  other  groups  were 
planning  a press  conference  to  declare  op- 
position to  the  September  24  service  cuts.

Sale  of  Hearts  Could 
Save  Your  Heart 


First  the  artists  decorated  them,  then 
city  residents  and  visitors  admired  them. 
Finally,  they  were  auctioned  off  to  the 
highest  bidders.  And  now  the  news  is  out 
about  where  the  money  raised  will  go. 

The  San  Francisco  General  Hospital 
Foundation,  which  is  dedicated  to  im- 
proving patient  comfort  and  care  at 
SFGH  Medical  Center,  enlisted  scores  of 
artists  and  art  lovers  to  participate  in  one 
of  the  city’s  most  popular  fundraisers  in 
recent  years.  As  San  Francisco  is  a city  rec- 
ognized for  being  perennially  open- 
hearted,  the  heart  icon  was  chosen  to  help 
promote  the  cause. 

The  Hearts  in  San  Francisco  Project 
event  raised  over  $1  million  to  help  the 
San  Francisco  General  Hospital  Founda- 
tion (SFGHF)  address  the  healthcare 
needs  and  programs  for  some  of  the  city’s 
most  needy  residents. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  of 
2004,  131  five-foot  high,  painted  and 
decorated  heart  sculptures  were  installed 
throughout  the  Bay  Area,  bringing 
whimsy  and  “heart”  to  the  sidewalks,  pla- 
zas and  street  corners  of  the  city.  In  the 
fall,  they  were  put  up  for  auction.  But  the 
main  focus  was  to  generate  continued 
funding  for  numerous  programs  provided 
by  the  hospital. 


The  announcement  of  $1  million  in 
grants  for  a number  of  selected  SFGH 
programs  took  place  at  the  hospital’s  an- 
nual Staff  Appreciation  Barbecue  at  the 
1001  Potrero  Avenue  campus  on  Septem- 
ber 22.  Nancy  Bechtle  and  Ellen 
Newman,  Hearts  co-chairs,  announced 
the  awardees. 

“The  Hearts  Projects  placed  us  in  an 
enviable  position  to  be  able  to  work  with 
staff  at  SFGH  to  determine  where  the 
greatest  needs  are,”  observed  Judy 
Guggenhime,  Board  President  of  SFGHF. 
“We  received  over  45  proposals,  far  more 
than  we  can  fund.  Clearly,  this  is  a hospi- 
tal with  a committed  workforce  who  want 
to  be  able  to  provide  more  programs  and 
support  to  the  patients  who  come  here  for 
care." 

“We  are  deeply  grateful  to  the  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital  Foundation 
for  these  grants.  One  million  dollars  for 
special  programs  goes  a long  way  in  a 
public  hospital  setting,”  said  Gene  Marie 
O’Connell,  CEO  of  SFGH.  “Our  patients 
and  our  staff  are  very  excited  about  insti- 
tuting new  ideas  as  well  as  being  able  to 
continue  many  of  the  services  we  would 
otherwise  lose.  It’s  a great  day  for  SFGH."

SFPUC  Monitoring  Air  in 
Southeast  Neighborhoods

The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission  (SFPUC)  has  set  up  air-qual- 
ity monitoring  stations  to  measure  air- 
borne particulate  matter  in  the  southeast 
communities  of  San  Francisco. 

The  study  will  measure  particulate 
matter  (PM)  less  than  10  microns  and  less 
than  2.5  microns  at  four  community  loca- 
tions in  the  Potrero/Dogpatch  and 
Bayview/Hunters  Point  areas  of  San  Fran- 
cisco in  order  to  better  understand  the 
distribution  of  PM  within  the  area. 

The  air  quality  monitoring  is  part  of 
the  studies  being  conducted  for  the  com- 
bustion turbine  project  and  was  requested 
by  the  Power  Plant  Task  Force  and  other 
community  members. 


What  Is  A Micron? 

A micron,  or  micrometer,  is  one- 
millionth  of  a meter.  It  is  the  unit  of 
measurement  used  to  measure  the 
diameter  of  particles  in  the  air. 
There  are  25,400  microns  in  an 
inch.  The  width  of  a typical  human 
hair  is  40  to  120  microns,  and  the 
smallest  thing  that  the  human  eye 
can  see  without  the  aid  of  a micro- 
scope is  about  10  microns  across. 


Particles  less  than  2.5  microns  and 
under  10  microns  across  are  of  concern 
because  these  can  reach  the  deep  parts  of 
people’s  lungs  and  affect  human  health.

The  SFPUCs  monitoring  effort  is 
investigating  the  relationship  between  PM 
measurements  routinely  conducted  at  the 
Bay  Area  Air  Quality  Management  Dis- 
trict (Air  District)  monitoring  station  at 
1 6th  and  Arkansas  and  the  SFPUCs 
study  locations.  Monitoring  is  taking 
place  over  an  eight-month  period,  which 
began  in  July  2005,  with  samples  col- 
lected every  six  days,  following  the  par- 
ticulate sampling  schedule  employed  by 
the  Air  District. 

The  collection  of  additional  air  data 
will  better  characterize  local  community 
air-quality  conditions,  and  help  validate 
existing  Air  District  monitors  and  the 
BayCAMP  air  monitoring  study.  The 
monitoring  sites  were  selected  in  coordi- 
nation with  the  Power  Plant  Task  Force 
and  citizens  who  live  in  the  Southeast 
communities.  The  monitoring  equipment 
and  protocol  are  consistent  with  U.S.  EPA 
monitoring  guidelines. 


The  four  monitoring  locations  in- 
cluded in  the  study  are: 

• Wood  Muni  Yard,  22nd  and  Min- 
nesota, Dogpatch 

• Potrero  Recreation  Center, 
Arkansas  and  Madera,  Potrero  Hill 

• Malcolm  X Academy,  Harbor  and 
Bertha,  Bayview/Hunters  Point 

• Southeast  Community  Facility, 
Oakdale  and  Phelps,  Bayview/Hunters 
Point 

The  study  also  includes  putting  two 
identical  monitors  at  the  Air  District  site 
(16th  and  Arkansas)  for  data  comparison. 
The  air-quality  information  obtained 
from  the  monitoring  stations  will  be 
posted  on  the  SFPUC  website  on  a 
monthly  basis.

Burning  Man  Decompression 
Returns  to  Esprit  Park 


Almost  every  San  Franciscan  is  famil- 
iar with  Burning  Man,  the  art  and  com- 
munity event  that  began  in  1 986  on  San 
Francisco  beaches  and  moved  to  Nevada’s 
Black  Rock  Desert  in  1990. 

Now  in  its  20th  year,  The  Burning 
Man  Project  has  grown  from  an  informal 
beach  gathering  into  an  event  that  inspires 
collaborative  works  of  art  and  that  drew 
35,000  people  to  the  desert  in  August. 
Further,  it  has  expanded  into  a year-round 
cultural  movement,  celebrating  art  and 
creativity  in  San  Francisco  and  around  the 
world.  Still,  the  core  of  that  movement, 
the  origin  of  the  true  heart  of  Burning 
Man,  remains  in  San  Francisco. 

Since  1996,  Burning  Man  has  held  a 
“Decompression"  gathering  post-event. 
Decompression  allows  Burning  Man  par- 
ticipants — past  and  present  — to  come 
together  again,  this  time  in  a more  perma- 
nent civic  environment,  and  to  revisit  the 
creative  fruits  of  the  effort  in  the  desert.  It 
also  allows  the  Project  to  share  Burning 
Man  with  San  Francisco  residents  who 
may  never  come  to  the  Nevada  event.

HUD  DENIES  FUNDS  FOR  POTRERO  ANNEX  FIXUP 
The  federal  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  has  rejected  the  SAF 
Housing  Authority’s  application  for  funding  to  rebuild  Potrero  Annex  public  housing. 
Meanwhile  HUD  is  awarding  a $22  million  grant  for  renovation  of  projects  in  Hayes 
•Valley.  Rep.  Pelosi’s  aide  noted-that  there  was  still  a very  strong  possibility  of  funding  the 
Potrero  project  in  the  next  fiscal  year,  because  of  its  public-private  partnership.  The 
grant  program,  called  HOPE  VI,  created  controversy  when  it  was  announced  in  Febru- 
ary as  many  housing  project  residents  feared  that  the  inclusion  of  private  developers  in 
the  plan  meant  that  the  choice  real  estate  would  be  sold  out  from  under  the  residents. 

HILL  FESTIVAL  CELEBRATES  THE  NEIGHBORHOOD 

The  seventh  annual  Potrero  Hill  Festival  October  14  begins  with  the  usual  all-you-can- 
eat  pancake  breakfast  at  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House,  and  will  move  to  the 
Daniel  Webster  schoolyard,  where  entertainment,  refreshments,  crafts,  and  community 
booths  will  be  available  until  5 p.m.  There  will  be  motorized  cable  car  tours  of  the  Hill, 
storytelling  at  the  Library,  and  evening  events  at  Goat  Hill  Pizza  and  Farley’s. 

SUSPECTS  CHARGED  IN  BUS  BEATING 

On  September  8 David  Adams  was  attacked  and  brutally  beaten  by  a gang  of  12-15 
teenagers  on  a Muni  bus  at  Arkansas  and  Madera  streets.  He  underwent  reconstructive 
surgery  at  SFGH,  and  was  then  transferred  to  an  acute  care  center,  for  treatment  of 
bruises  to  his  brain.  Three  juveniles  have  been  arrested  and  charged  with  robbery  and 
aggravated  assault.  A fourth  warrant  has  been  issued  for  an  adult  suspect.  The  driver  of 
the  bus  was  also  injured,  but  not  seriously. 

SHUTTLE  OFFERS  LUNCHTIME  RIDES  TO  HILL  RESTAURANTS 
Several  Potrero  Hill  restaurant  owners  have  recently  hired  a shuttle  bus  to  bring  lunch 
customers  to  their  restaurants.  The  big  van  has  been  shuttling  between  crowded  areas 
near  Showplace  Square  and  the  equally  crowded  area  at  18th  and  Connecticut  since 
September  15,  beginning  a two-month  trial  period.  Ridership  averages  about  ten,  with 
peaks  of  twenty  to  thirty. 

NOBEL  LAUREATE  SPEAKS  TO  MIDDLE  SCHOOL  STUDENTS 
Physicist  Charles  Townes,  winner  of  the  1964  Nobel  Prize  for  his  invention  of  the  maser 
(microwave  amplification  by  stimulated  emission  of  radiation),  and  co-invention  of  the 
laser,  gave  an  informal  talk  to  selected  science  students  from  the  GATE  program  at  Potr- 
ero Hill  Middle  School.  The  previous  day  he  had  been  a guest  at  Thurgood  Marshall 
Academic  High  School  in  the  Bayview/Hunters  Point  area.  Townes  and  17  other  Nobel 
laureates  serve  on  an  advisory  council  for  the  S.F.  Unified  School  District,  and  all  of 
them  are  scheduled  to  meet  with  students  in  the  southeast  sector  of  the  city  this  year. 

THREE  PROJECTS  OFFER  HOPE  FOR  24TH  AND  POTRERO  AREA 
In  a joint  venture,  the  Good  Samaritan  Family  Resource  Center  and  Mission  Housing 
Development  Corporation  plan  to  build  a 13,000-square-foot  Resource  Center  and  20 
units  of  housing  on  the  site  of  the  former  Good  Samaritan  Church  and  the  large 
shingled  community  center  that  served  the  neighborhood  since  1911.  Another  improve- 
ment is  the  purchase  of  the  York  Theater  on  24th  Street  by  Brava!,  a ten-year-old 
women’s  theater  group.  A third  venture  involves  the  property  at  the  northeast  corner  of 
24th  and  Potrero,  formerly  the  site  of  a liquor  store  and  a restaurant.  The  property  had 
been  bought  by  the  Gladstone  Foundation,  which  funds  research  at  SFGH,  with  the 
expectation  of  putting  up  its  own  research  facility.  They  were  unsuccessful  in  getting 
city  permits,  and  sold  the  property  to  Village  Properties,  a developer,  who  plans  to  de- 
molish the  buildings  remaining  and  put  in  a Walgreens  Pharmacy  and  housing. 

ST.  GREGORY’S  TO  CELEBRATE  OPENING 

A new  Potrero  Hill  architectural  landmark,  St.  Gregory  Nyssen  Episcopal  Church,  will 
celebrate  its  opening  on  October  7.  Designed  by  award-winning  architect  John 
Goldman,  the  church  features  newly  commissioned  art  works  in  its  plan:  10-foot-high 
doors  carved  from  ash  wood  by  Potrero  Hill  resident  Shane  Eagleton;  mosaics  above  the 
main  doors  by  Russian  artists  Felix  Boukh  and  Sasha  Fomina;  a rock  fountain  by 
Mendocino  stone  carvers  Franz  Arner  and  Sheri  Christiansen;  tiles  by  Dale  Wiley;  a tile 
mural  by  Sasha  and  Sue  Makorkin;  and  a 20-foot  icon  by  Mark  Dukes.  On  the  church 
towers  are  5-foot  bronze  crosses  cast  from  original  clay  sculpture  by  James  Bishofi.

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Life  Among  the  Bonefish,  or 
My  Semester  of  School 
In  the  Bahamas

I recently  returned  from  the  Bahamas 
where  I attended  the  Island  School  on 
Cape  Eleuthera  for  my  final  semester  of 
high  school. 

While  the  Bahamas  are  usually 
thought  of  as  a vacationland,  I hardly  had 
time  to  lie  on  the  beach.  In  fact,  when  I 
first  arrived  at  the  Island  School  it  felt 
like  boor  camp,  complete  with  an  isolated 
setting,  short  navy-style  showers,  intense 
morning  exercise  and  pushups  as  a form 
of  punishment  for  lateness  or  poor  perfor- 
mance. I quickly  became  accustomed  to 
the  demanding  lifestyle  and  acquired  the 
survivor  skills  I would  later  need  to  com- 
plete first  a three-day  and  finally  an  eight- 
day  kayak  trip  out  on  the  open  ocean. 
(The  last  48  hours  of  my  eight-day  trip 
were  spent  solo,  on  a small  deserted  is- 
land, with  nothing  but  the  clothes  on  my 
back,  a sleeping  bag,  water,  a handful  of 
trail  mix,  a bagel,  an  apple  — and  the 
only  permitted  luxury  item,  a notebook.) 

At  the  Island  School,  I learned  to  live 
sustainably  in  a community  that  used  all 
renewable  resources.  Our  sources  of  en- 
ergy were  from  solar  panels  and  a wind 
generator.  All  of  our  water  was  rain  col- 
lected in  cisterns  forcing  us  to  conserve. 

Every  night  at  dinner  circle  a student 
leader  was  chosen  for  the  next  day;  I was 
honored  to  be  chosen  twice.  I had  to  be 
first  to  rise  in  the  morning,  and  my  task 
was  to  measure  the  water  in  all  of  the  cis- 
terns and  to  calculate  if  we  had  enough  to 
keep  using  it  at  the  rate  we  were.  It  was 


not  uncommon  to  hear  students  yelling 
out,  “Turn  off  that  water!” 

The  academic  curriculum  of  the  Is- 
land School  was  very  site  specific.  Many 
classes  focused  on  the  ecology  and  history 
of  the  Caribbean.  Through  community 
outreach,  home-stays  with  local  families, 
and  mentorship  with  local  elementary 
school  students,  I immersed  myself  in  the 
beautiful  island  culture  of  the  Bahamas. I 
also  examined  the  pros  and  cons  of  tour- 
ism and  development  in  the  Bahamas  and 
interviewed  locals  on  their  personal  expe- 
riences with  their  country’s  reliance  on 
foreign  powers  for  its  economic  well  being. 

My  science  studies  were  a unique  ex- 
perience. At  the  beginning  of  the  semester 
we  broke  into  four  research  groups,  each 
pertaining  to  a specific  local  environmen- 
tal and  biological  issue.  I selected  Bonefish 
research.  Bonefish  are  a species  native  to 
the  Bahamas,  and  Bonefishing  is  popular 
among  sports  fishermen  because  of  the 
fish's  impressive  speed  and  strength.  The 
Bonefishing  industry  brings  in  millions  of 
dollars  and  many  job  opportunities  to  the 
Bahamas  every  year.  But  since  Bonefish 
are  not  popular  to  eat  because  of  their 
many  bones,  once  they  are  caught  they  are 
released. 

Although  it  is  assumed  that  the  fish 
are  not  harmed  in  this  process,  the  Bone- 
fish population  is  actually  decreasing  at  an 
alarming  rate.  My  research  team  collected 
data  to  support  our  thesis  that  the  decline 
of  the  Bonefish  population  is  due  to  ex- 
haustion and  poor  treatment  of  the  fish 
during  the  catch  and  release.  Ultimately, 


the  caught  fish  became  very  weak  and  im- 
mediately upon  their  release  are  often  de- 
voured by  predator  fish.  We  tagged  and 
tracked  the  fish  and  concluded  that  mini- 
mizing air  exposure  and  handling,  as  well 
as  giving  the  fish  time  to  recuperate  in  a 
holding  tank,  could  greatly  increase  their 
survival  rate,  allowing  the  Bonefishing 
industry  to  be  sustainable. 

I enjoyed  many  other  remarkable  ex- 
periences at  the  Island  School.  I never 
imagined  myself  learning  how  to  scuba 
dive,  or  surviving  on  a small  island  by  my- 
self for  two  days,  or  taking  long  kayak 
trips  on  the  ocean.  I never  imagined  I’d  be 


up  every  morning  at  sunrise  to  run/swim 
a minimum  of  four  miles  in  preparation 
for  a 14-mile  half  marathon.  I never  imag- 
ined building  gazebos,  palm  fences  and 
rock  walls  by  hand.  . . And  yet  all  this 
happened  in  just  three-and-a-half  months! 

I miss  that  small  island  with  its  trans- 
lucent turquoise  waters  and  tropical  fish, 
pristine  beaches,  and  the  most  beautiful 
N sunsets  and  sunrises  I have  ever  seen.  I am 
very  grateful  to  all  those  who  helped  me 
embark  on  this  life-changing  journey.

Exhibit  at  SomArts 


El  Dfa  de  los  Muertos,  the  Day  of  the 
Dead,  provides  a way  for  people  to  em- 
brace the  beauty  of  life  and  to  welcome 
the  spirits  of  the  dead.  Intricate,  tradi- 
tional altars  and  sophisticated,  complex 
art  installations  are  on  display  in  this 
years  Day  of  the  Dead  exhibition  at  the 
SomArts  Cultural  Center)  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. The  display,  Rituals  in  the  Journey 
of  Life  and  Death  / Rituales  en  la  Jornada 
de  la  Vida  y la  Muerte,  is  co-sponsored  by 
Galeria  de  la  Raza  and  runs  from  Friday, 
October  14  through  Saturday,  November 
5 at  SomArts,  934  Brannan  Street  (be- 
tween 8th  and  9th  streets).  The  exhibi- 
tion, curated  by  Rene  Yanez,  can  be  seen 
from  2 to  7 p.m.  Tuesdays  through  Sun- 
days. Special  docent  led  tours  are  available 
for  classrooms  to  view  the  more  than  60 
art  works  in  the  exhibit. 

This  year’s  Day  of  the  Dead  at 
SomArts  is  dedicated  to  the  Gulf  State 
residents  who  lost  their  lives  in  the  days 
and  weeks  after  hurricane  Katrina.  It  also 
includes  installations  for  individuals  who 
have  died  this  past  year  Tom  Fowler,  an 
artist  who  for  many  years  participated  in 
the  SomArts  Day  of  the  Dead  exhibits; 
Luis  Cervantes,  artist  and  architect  in  the 
Mission  District;  and  Chet  Helms,  pro- 
ducer of  1960s  rock  groups,  such  as  Janice 
Joplin  and  Big  Brother  and  the  Holding 
Company.  He  was  owner  and  producer  of 
the  Avalon  Ballroom. 

“All  life  is  precious  and  the  Day  o!  the 
Dead  is  a way  to  be  in  touch  with  that,” 
says  Yanez,  who  has  curated  Day  of  the 
Dead  exhibits  for  32  years.  “While  we  pay 
homage  to  those  who  are  dead,  we  ask  the 
living  to  reflect  on  the  wonder  of  life.  For 


me,  as  a curator,  the  building  of  altars  in 
homes,  in  schools  and  in  community  cen- 
ters is  becoming  important  yearly  rituals 
during.fche  months  of  October  and 
November.” 

Artists  with  works  in  Rituals  in  the 
Journey  of  Life  and  Death  will  be  creating 
traditional  altars.  Using  the  collective 
works  of  more  than  23  artists,  Fernando 
Herndndez  has  put  together  a 30-foot  by 
30-foot  installation  called  “The  Colum- 
barium.” Hernindez,  upon  visiting  a 
columbarium,  was  intrigued  by  the  con- 
trast between  the  intimacy  of  the  indi- 
vidual niches  and  the  sumptuosity  and 
monumentality  of  the  space.  He  also  ap- 
preciated that  the  inhabitants  of  the 
niches  represented  a cross  section  of  soci- 
ety, men  and  women,  the  old,  the  young..

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Emergency  Plans  for 
Pets  Honed  by  City

In  the  event  of  a natural  disaster,  29- 
year-old  South  of  Market  resident  Lynsie 
isn’t  concerned  about  losing  track  of  her 
two-year-old  brown  and  white  Pekingese, 
Bailey.  “I  rake  him  with  me  everywhere  I 
go,”  she  says,  stroking  the  small  dog  on 
her  lap  outside  of  Brain  ^X^ash  Caff  and 
Laundromat  on  Folsom  Srreet.  Just  in 
case,  though,  Bailey  has  an  identity  micro- 
chip implanted  between  his  doggy  shoul- 
der blades.  Should  a city-wide  disaster 
strike,  separating  Lynsie  and  her  pet,  the 
information  on  the  rice  grain-size  chip 
could  help  rescuers  bring  them  back  to- 
gether again. 

In  an  effort  to  prepare  for  the  next 
big  earthquake  or  tsunami,  San  Francisco 
Animal  Care  and  Control  (ACC)  and  the 
Office  of  Emergency  Services  (OES)  are 
coordinating  with  animal  shelters  veteri- 
narian hospitals,  and  animal  welfare 
groups  to  create  a comprehensive  emer- 
gency plan  for  San  Francisco’s  pets.  The 
challenge,  city  officials  say,  is  to  keep  the 
city’s  animal  population  safe  and  to  re- 
unite lost  pets  with  their  owners  as 
quickly  as  possible. 

“When  people  go  to  a shelter,”  says 
ACC  Director  Carl  Friedman,  “where  do 
you  put  their  pets?”  Although  often  con- 
sidered family  members,  animals  are  usu- 
ally not  allowed  in  emergency  shelters  for 
people,  which  can  cause  considerable 
anxiety  for  both  pet  and  owner.  And  if  a 
beloved  animal  is  missing,  their  guardians 
are  more  likely  to  put  themselves  and  res- 
cue workers  in  danger.  After  the  1989 
Loma  Prieta  earthquake,  says  Friedman, 
ACC’s  biggest  problem  was  with  worried 
pet  owners  sneaking  into  half-destroyed 
buildings  to  look  for  animals.  Everyone 


will  be  safer,  he  says,  if  strays  can  be 
quickly  identified  and  housed  in  an  emer- 
gency. 

When  the  Big  One  hits,  one  place 
“Spot”  might  end  up  is  in  Pet  Camp,  on 
Phelps  Street,  San  Francisco’s  largest  pet 
boarding  facility.  “In  a crisis,  we  could 
divide  our  runs  in  half  and  double  our 
dog  capacity,”  says  Pet  Camp  Senior 
Counselor  Mark  Klaiman.  So  far,  an  un- 
expected influx  of  animals  to  Per  Camp, 
which  can  comfortably  house  160  dogs 
and  25  cats,  occurred  only  once,  when 
officials  busted  an  illegal  ring  of  backyard 
dog  breeders. 

Klaiman  takes  a visitor  through  the 
vast  warehouse  of  dog-filled  cages  into  the 
play  yard  which,  he  says,  could  be  con- 
verted into  additional  space  for  stray  dogs 
should  the  need  arise.  Under  the  city’s 
emergency  plan  for  animals  Pet  Camp 
would  become  base  camp  for  lost  pets  in 
the  event  of  a disaster.  “It’s  going  to  hap- 
pen sooner  or  later,"  Klaiman  says,  and 
we’ve  got  the  infrastructure  here  to  handle 
it.” 

“Our  biggest  consideration  is  getting 
the  animals  safe  and  close  to  their  own- 
ers,” says  Anne  Reynolds,  an  OES  emer- 
gency planner.  During  an  emergency  OES 
will  work  to  ensure  that  transport,  shelter, 
food,  and  water  is  secured  for  the  city’s  pet 
population.  Found  animals  would  be  held 
at  Pet  Camp,  for  example,  until  they 
could  be  identified  and  dispatched  to  the  * 
satellite  animal  shelter  closest  to  their 
owners.  Both  Reynolds  and  ACC  director 
Friedman  express  guarded  confidence  in 
the  city’s  emergency  plan  for  animals. 
“We’re  as  prepared  as  we  possibly  can  be,” 
says  Friedman,  “but  every  time  there’s  a 
disaster,  it’s  always  different.”

In  1906,  San  Francisco  was  filled 
with  horses.  They  hauled  carts,  wagons 
and  riders  up  and  down  the  citys  hills  and 
slept  in  hundreds  of  wooden  stables.  After 
the  great  earthquake,  officers  of  the  Soci- 
ety for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Ani- 
mals (SPCA),  which  had  built  the  Wild 
West’s  first  horse  ambulance  years  earlier, 
rescued  countless  horses  from  burning 
stables. 

By  1989,  horses  had  been  replaced  by 
cable  cars  and  automobiles,  leaving  mostly 
cats,  dogs,  birds,  snakes,  iguanas  and  fish 
to  rescue  after  the  Loma  Prieta  earth- 
quake. “My  people  were  working  24/7," 
Carl  Friedman  remembers.  “We  set  up 
satellite  animal  shelters  in  playgrounds  in 
the  Marina  (district)  where  people  could 
have  their  pets  close  to  their  own  shelter." 


Today,  the  network  being  created  by  ACC 
and  OES  in  cooperation  with  the  SPCA, 
Pets  Unlimited,  and  private  shelters  and 
boarding  facilities  could  create  refuge  for 
potentially  thousands  of  displaced  pets. 

But,  says  ACC  Deputy  Kat  Brown, 
“People  should  not  count  on  the  city  or 
some  outside  agency  to  provide  care  for 
and  house  their  animals"  in  an  emergency. 
“They  should  have  extra  food  and  water 
on  hand  for  their  pets,  and  have  a family 
member  or  friends  outside  the  area  that 
they  can  send  their  animals  to  should 
there  be  a disaster." 

The  Animal  Care  and  Control 
website  lists  dozens  of  disaster  prepared- 
ness suggestions  for  pet  owners,  including: 
identity  microchips  for  animals;  crate- 
training pets;  preparing  pet  first  aid  kits; 
having  a neighborhood  plan  for  pets;  and 
what  to  do  if  you  lose  or  find  a pel.
